Mari Sunami has lived in Jamaica, the 
West Indies and Philadelphia. She had 
studied or earned degrees at Oberlin 
College, University of Connecticut and 
Bank Street College in. New York City. 

But as the morning sun shines 
through her office window at South Side 
Settlement House it is clear she is happy 
to be in Columbus and serving as execu- 
tive director of the United Way Agency. 


She grew up in Columbus while her - 


father served as commander of the Fort 
Hayes military depot. Although her 
education, a stint in the Peace Corps, 
family and career took her many places, 
Sunami returned to Central Ohio 17 
years ago with her husband, John 

When longtime director Barbara 
Stovall retired, Sunami was tapped to 
succeed her in June. 

“Our primary work is building a com- 
munity," said Sunami. “ It means con- 
necting people with one another. We give 
them an opportunity to discover their own 
resources. Then, (an opportunity) to put 
those resources together to make a bet- 
ter life for themselves and the com- 
munity." 

AS a four-term board member prior to 
being hired as director, Sunami was well- 
acquainted with United Way's impor- 
tance to the agency. Formed in 1899, 
South. Side Settlement received more 
than $473,000 in program support during 
1993 as a United Way agency. This rep- 
resents about 70 percent of the operating 
budget. Sunami sees this partnership as 
vital to the organization's well-being 

"We are very dependent on United 
Way financially," she said. "We depend 
on the support to provide programming 
In addition, United Way is supportive of 
and consistent with our agency's belief 
that people working together can make 
changes in society and improve the con- 
ditions of our lives. 

"The whole United Way effort says 
we're connected to one another," she 
added. “Those contributing to United 
Way with their dollars are also contribut- 
ing to make a community that's better, 
safer and more productive."

successful businessman, Michael 
Levine, kidnapped and killed one of the 
Cleveland community's most powerful 
and wealthy businessmen, Julius 
Kravitz, and wounded his wife 

Today, Levine is free. He was ac- 
quitted of murder by reason of insanity by 
Common Pleas Court Judge John An- 
gelotta, and was released recently by 
Federal District Court Judge Walter Rice

after evidence was presented to him that 
Levine is now sane 

But one man remains incarcerated in 
the Levine/Kravitz case -- a Black man 
named John File, who was the driver for 
Levine. He was driving the car Levine 
used to kidnap Kravitz, and he was con- 
victed of first-degree murder for his role 
in the kidnapping and murder. 

But with the release of Levine, pres- 
sure is rising to free File after 14 years 
in prison. The Parole Board has sub- 
mitted to Governor George Voinovich a 
unanimous fecommendation to com- 
mute John File’s sentence 

File has been in prison since Novem- 
ber, 1979. He was convicted of ag- 
gravated murder, attempted aggravated 
murder, kidnapping, aggravated 
burglary, and extortion in the Kravitz 
case, 

"We're just sitting and waiting,” said 
File’s attorney, Stanley Tolliver. "The 
focus has to be on (the governor). It's up 
to him,” 

A favorable decision by the governor 
-- if it comes--- will not come too soon for 
Tolliver.

Violence broke out at-Grove City High 
School Oct. 1 when two students got 
involved in what mary speculate was-a 
racial fight. Jane Edgerton, mother of 
15-year-old Grove City sophomore 
Jamecia (who was not involved in the 
fight but heard about it from witnesses), 
described the incident her daughter told 
her about: 

ABlack student and his female cousin 
were walking down a hallway near the 
school's office. Five white kids sur- 
rounded them and started calling them 
racially insulting names. The Black stu- 
dent hit one of the white students and a 
fight ensued between the two boys. 

The Black student's cousin was trying 
to break the fight up when one of the 
white male students hit her in the mouth. 
Then all of the students started fighting 
until the school administrators came-out 
of the office and broke it up 

Edgerton claims only the Black stu- 
dents were suspended at first. She ex- 
pressed her anger over the incident and 


said that she, as an alumna of Grove City 
High, has experienced racism firsthand 

Racism has always been there," said 
Edgerton 

She said she and other Black students 
were sometimes called “nigger” by white 
students when. she attended the high 
school, Edgerton says her daughter 
Jamecia often encounters overt and 
covert racism at Grove City High, where 
only 50 out of the school's 2.000 students 
are Black. Edgerton claims certain stu- 
dents have told her daughter they belong 
to the Ku Klux Klan and plan to kill her. 

"It's not all the white students doing it 
and it’s not happening every day, but it 
does happen," Edgerton said 

Edgerton went on to say that her 
daughter is not harassed as often as 
other Black students because she gets 
good grades and is into sports 

"I'm proud of her. She's the only Black 
on the volleyball team. She.was the only 
Black on the, basketball team last year,” 
said Edgerton 

Though Jamecia is generally ac 
cepted by her white classmates,

A 
hearing on a draft of the ordinance 
will be held October 28 at 5 p.m 
in Columbus city council cham-

The draft, developed by the 
Minority Busifiess Enterprise 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund; BBC, Inc., and Atlanta attor- 
ney and cansultant Keith Weiner, 
would establish goals for minority 
businesses of four percent of city 
purchases of goods, seven per- 
cent of services; and 10 percent 
of construction. For female busi- 
ness enterprises, the goals would 
be §ix percent for goods, nine per- 
cent for services, and seven per- 
cent for construction 

Goals would be adjustable 
over time, based on data collected 
regarding the capabilities and 
availability of minority and female- 
owned businesses 

The only minority group which 
would be covered by the law 
would be African-Americans. 

The ordinance as proposed

‘This case was routed to my of- 
fice to eliminate possible conflicts of 
interests." Keller said from his con- 
ference room on Thursday, Oct.14 
“If you look at this case, it is not out 
of line. Homeowners protect their 
property and in this case, ithappens 
to be the chief." 

Chief Jackson's incident was 
reviewed by the Fire Arms Review 
Board, Internal Affairs, Public 
Safety Office and the Franklin 
County Prosecutor. The Fire Arms 
Review Board is made up of police 
commanders 

“The chief was not in any viola- 
tion," Keller said. "(Franklin County 
Prosecutor) Michael Miller and his 
staff found nothing, therefore there 
will be no criminal charges. The 
review process went beyond this 
office. The proven track record of 
the Review Board really speaks for 
itself." 

Kirk Marshall Banks, Jr., 23, of 
3374 Thornapple Drive was shot 
once in the forearm as he was con- 
fronted by Chief Jackson near a 
back door of his home, Banks was 
charged with aggravated burglary 
after pleading guilty. 

Chiet Jackson was not available 
for comment 

Banks, after knocking on the 
chief's front door and getting no 
answer, went to the rear of 1349 
Bryden Road and threw a large rock 


through the window. After entering. 
he was confronted by Chief Jack- 
son. 


it was reported that Jackson ' 


summoned police before firing his 
service revolver at Banks. The 
burglar ran through yards and al- 
leys before being apprehended by 
a police officer. He was found hiding 


during the county's investigation,

And since File's incarceration, he has been a mode! 
prisoner. He has gotten his GED, and two college 
degrees. He has presented no problems for prison 
authorities. He is a man who deserves to be set free 

Governor George Voinovich has received an 8-0 
recommendatien from the Parole Board to free John 
File.

His attorney, Stanley Tolliver, said that "every day 
that File remains incarcerated is a travesty of justice."

At least, that must be what John 
File thinks when he considers the 
case of his partner in crime, Michael 
Levine. 

lt was Levin who mastetminded 
the 1979 kidnapped of Cleveland- 
area businessman Julius Kravitz’ and 
his wife. File. then a young man. was 
found to have been his accomplice. 

While File was driving the getaway» sl 
car, Levine did something, everyone agrees -- includ- 
ing Kravitz’ wife -- which was completely unexpected 
he shot Kravitz and his’ wife in cold blood, killing him 
and wounding her. 

Levine and File are caught. But Levine has the 
services of an attorney, Jerry Milano, who is close to 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas Court Judge John 
Angelotta. And Angelotta ruled that Levine was insane, 
and he was to be committed to a state psychiatric 
institution, File, on the other hand, was convicted of 
first-degree murder -- although he was not the trigger- 
marrand-did not have any idea of Levine's murderous 
plans. J 

The grisly story of File, Levine and Kravitz has 
re-entered the newspapers, in a way that highlights the 
apparent unfairness and inconsistencies of the criminal 
justice system. For Michael Levine -- who threatened 
his ex-wife while he was institutionalized; who has 
expressed no remorse for his actions; who is still 
viewed by many to be a dangerous man, if not a 
psychopath -- has been released by federal district 
court judge Walter Rice since he has been adjudged 
to be now sane. 

And John File remains in jail. 

Of course, Levine could not go quietly into the night 
He has been seen in Cleveland. He has given inter- 
views, in which he has proclaimed that the wisest thing 
he did was hiring Milano as his attorney. He has 
expressed some pity for John File, admitting that File 
had nothing to do with the killing of Kravitz and the 
wounding of his wife. And Levine has claimed that 
Angelotta did his dear friend Milano a favor by declaring 
Milano's client, Levine,insane. 

Of course, the few comments that Milano and An- 
gelotta have made regarding that allegation have been 
to defend Angelotta's integrity, and to deny the allega- 
tion. 

But the sense of inequity is pervasive, as Levine is 
a free man after spending, 14 years in jail for the 
Aidnapping-and murder.of Julius Kravitz, 
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Nhildren sure do have it easy. They can live at 
e-home'and relax. Only-adults haveto carry the 
heavy burden of destructive stress. 


This is one of the most inac- 
curate statements that | have ever 
heard. The exact opposite is true. 
Children live in stress from the very 
moment they are born. One of the 
things that makes their stress so 
horrible is that adults don't think 
that children have stress. So, they 
don't do anything to alleviate the 
child's stress. In fact, adults pile 
more and fore stress on the child 
each day.» 

What causes children to have 
stress? The answer is obvious: 
Children have enormous stress be- 
cause of the pressure that parents put on them to be 
perfect: "You're just a child. You can’t make decisions 
for yourself, You'd better do everything that | tell you to 
do. (And,) You had better not make a mistake." 

Sotne parents even threaten-the child with extreme 
“physical abuse. Other parents take out their own 
frustrations and stress on the child by turning the child 
info a punching bag. 

Teachers impose constant psychological stress on 
the child by throwing each child into rot arta with 
one another and by making the child think that failing 
atest is the end of the world, The pressure sparked by 
the fear of failure is s0 overwhelming that it makes 
serious studying impossible. The stress destroys the 
child's memory, motivation, @oncentration. and often, 
his/her health, Yet, the parent says) "My child sure 
does have it easy,” We haven't yet sald a word about

* ridicule him/her. 


And the man who, everyone agrees, had nothing to 
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do with the killing, John File, remains in jail. 

To many, the Levine-File case symbolizes the dual 
system of justice which has victimized many Blacks. 
To File'’s attorney, Stanley Tolliver, the first issue is 
whether File was culpable at all; there is evidence that 
he had no idea that he was going to be involved in the 
kidnapping of Julius Kravitz and his wife. 

File worked for Levine, Tolliver said, and Levine had 
told him only that they would be picking up Kravitz and 
his wife to play a trick on him. Tolliver said that Kravitz’ 
wife was File’s best witness, when she testified of File's 
shock and surprise at what was happening, and his 
pleading that Levine not carry through with his plans. 

Even Levine has defended File, He has been 
quoted as saying, "I'm-.sorry he got caught up in it. He 
was a clean-cut kid. What can | say? If he was angry 
at me | would understand. He has every right to file 
that way.". 

File's continued ‘incarceration, and Levine's 
freedom, seem to make a mockery of anyone's concept 
of. justice. If, as Levine has charged, his attorney's 
friendship with the judge in the case resulted in a 
favorable ruling of insanity, it demonstrates what 
Blacks have always feared -- that whites, with their 
connections and relationships, can get a different 
brand of justice than Blacks. That justice, it seems, can 
peek through that blindfold to find those she wishes to 
punish or protect 

There may be some hope on the horizon for John 
File. The Parole Board has sent an 8-0 recommenda- 
tion to Governor George Voinovich supporting the tom- 
mutation of File’s sentence. ; 

There is no timetable for the governor's decision. 

But John File certainly hopes that the governor will 
move quickly to redress what is being viewed by many 
-- Black and white -- as a palpable wrong: the continued 
incarceration of a man who, apparently, was just a bit 
player in a tragedy he neither created nor could have 
stopped. John File hopes that blindfold that covers 
justice's eyes will be unable to obscure the truth.

Johnston said parts of his plan, in- 
cludes recruit more male and female 
Black teachers, “Everybody is saying we 
need more male and female. Black 
teachers,” said Johnston, 30. “But we 
don't have an aggressive plan to get 
them.” 

“They are telling me, they are not get- 
ting-the- interviews," Johnston said a 
school board members. “So we need to 
look at the Human Services Department 
They are out there. We have to come up 
with a plan with the support of the school 
board 

Johnston said Black children will. be 
more responsive to having Black 
teachers, a luxury he did not experience 
until he attended Franklin University. He 
also has a master's degreein administra- 
tion from Central Michigan University 


"| didn't have a Black teacher until | 
was 20-years-old,” said the West High 
School graduate, whose wife is his cam- 
paign manager. “| have seen them, but 
never had one.” » 

Another plan of Johnston's is to 
prevent children from having babjes, 
stop allowing beepers in schools, discon- 
tinue busing and adding cultural diver- 
sity. 

“| -really do care,” said Johnston an 
East Side resident. “I’m not trying to get 
recognition. We got 16-year-old girls 
having babies. Dreams are being 
crushed, because seeds are getting 
crushed. I'd like to look at the budget,” 
Johnston continued. “The Board don't 
know what they are passing. We are 
overspending. 

“Regardless of who you vote for, 
vote,’ Johnston urges. “We are sleeping 
and we can't afford to sleep anymore.

Shortly after Columbus City 
Councilman Michael Coleman took 
office several months ago, he 
began putting out his feelers for 
what the community wanted from 
him as a councilman. He asked 
media people, people onthe 
streets, his fellow counciimembers, 
business leaders and any one else 
who had an idea. 


When he asked this reporter . 


what issues were important, he was 
asked to reflect on his vision of what 
the city would look like if everything 
he wanted to happen could be 
made to occur. At the time, ap- 
parently, the councilman hadn't 
thought about things in those terms 
and replied "I'll get back with you in 
a couple of weeks and tell you what 
| see happening." 

That “couple of weeks" ‘never 
rolled around, but a list of ac- 
complishments was received in 
Call And Post offices the other day 
that seems to show a man com- 
mitted to something that could form 
the basis of a long-term vision of a 
better city for the all residents of 
Columbus. 

So far, the components of that 
vision would include lots of atten- 
tion to the city’s infrastructure 
There is the Urban Infrastructure 
Recovery Fund, designed to stem 
the tide of urban infrastructure 
decay in the city’s older neighbor- 
hoods. There is the funding for four 
Neighborhood Commercial 
Revitalization (NCR) areas from the 
city's Capital Improvement budget 
Some of that money goes for 
revamping streets, sidewalks, 
curbs improved lighting and 
landscaping.

Then there is the Neighborhood 
Street Resurfacing program to the

tune of-$4.3 million and Coleman's 
efforts to increase the city's fair 
share of money given to Franklin 
County for road repairs and other 
“infrastructure improvements." 

From these efforts, Coleman 
has helped create contracting op- 
portunities for some small business 
owners as well as for Columbus 
youth who, through the Columbus 
Works Program, have received 
summer employment as well as 
skills training in neighborhood im- 
provement, beautification, social 
responsibility and leadership train- 
ing 

The soft side of: Coleman's ap- 
parently emerging visiorr includes 
such programs as the “Boys To 
Men" Volunteer Fair, a mentoring 
program involving over 700 African 
American men volunteering to 
mentor African American males be- 
tween ages five to 18. And then, 
there is "Constituency Days", a set 


of meetings around the city of 
Columbus which allow citizens to 
gs input which is helpful in 

‘oleman’s own decision-making 
on the council, 

A rather innovative program, 
proposed by Coleman and passed 
by city council, involves the crea- 
tion of a Bikeway Advisory Commit- 
tee to encourage bicycle pathway 
development throughout the city of 
Columbus. The committee is sup- 
posed to look into and apply for 
federal funding as well as promote 
bikeways to be included in roadway 
development design. This program 
is supposed to alleviate traffic con- 
gestion and link neighborhoods 
and residents. 

Accomplishments such as those 
exhibited by Coleman so far would 
suggest that it.may still be possible 
for government to work for the 
citizens of Columbus. Will he keep _, 
up the pace? Will his vision become 
clearer and more focused in favor 
of his responsibilities to the com- 
munity as a whole or will it become 
clouded by the mediocrity that so 
often engulfs so many modern 
public servants as they turn from 
their public responsibilities and 
seek persona! gain, sometimes 
during their terms in office? 

While his first year invoffice has 
been impressive, it is still only the 
first year. If there is more to come 
of what we have seen so far, 
Coleman has the potential to be- 
come one of the more effective 
councilperson we have seen in 
recent years, bar none. Whether 
that happens is up to the voters, the 
councilman and his commitment to 
the city.

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Hindsight or 
insight -- O say, 
can you see? 


Let's get something straight about vision. 
| take serious issue with the old saying: 
“hindsight is 20/20." To me, a rear view 
(hindsigtt) is no more accurate than whal we 
project might happen in the future'(foresight) 
or, for that matter, what we think we see 
happening right now (insight) 

lf you don't believe my challenge of the 
hindsight "doctrine" is legitimate, listen very 
carefully to the person who asserts what they 
would do if they had "it" to do all over again. 
They may seem to know what they would do 
differently, but if you press them, I'd bet you'll 
find they are not any clearer today about the 
rear view than they were when "it" was ac- 
tually happening to them 

| believe folks make out that hindsight is 
so much better than either insight or foresight 
because of their comfort in knowing that the 
pastis done and over with, Youcan stew over 
it, try to compensate for it, interpret and 
re-interpret it, but try as you might, you can't 
change it 

William Shakespeare (or was that some- 
body else in hindsight?) put my view of the 
matter in perspective when he wrote “what 
is past is prologue.” In essence, ‘what has 
happened relates directly to what will happen 
and what will happen is often a repetition of 
what already happened 

So why all the "revisionism" associated 
with the history of black businesses and why 
all the nostalgia about the by-gone days of 
segregation? | had that argument out in front 
of an east side restaurant a couple of weeks 
ago. 

The group of us verbal combatants stood 
around for hours addressing the disap- 
pearance of lots of black businesses that 
were located on Mt. Vernon Avenue in the 
‘40s and ‘50s. Some of those who remem- 
bered the setting and lived it were at a loss 
to explain what happened, even in hindsight. 

My view of the dissolution of the district, 
which | vehemently argued in our "stand- 
around”, was based on: 1) the invasive su- 
perhighways that cut right through the 
Livingston Ave. side of the community (I-70) 
as well as the west side of it (|-71) 

| remember having a feeling of unsub- 
stantiated funniness when a former business 
owner from the area related to me that his 
now-defunct business would be located 
somewhere out between the east side and 
downtown, somewhere out over where |-71 
is today. He sold his business, he says, He 
got a "good price” for it 

My second argument was that the black 
community on the east side was almost en- 
tirely a reactionary community, brought into 
existence primarily (and | would suggest, 
almostexclusively) because blacks couldn't 
spend their money in downtown Columbus 
establishments: Whites could make it 
without black money and that's just what they 
did until they were forced to do otherwise. 

It was for a similar, but not entirely identi- 
cal, reason, | would now argue, that blacks 
formed credit unions in several east side 
churches and a social network that exists to 
this day. 

The black business community, | arqued, 
was reactionary even in the days when itwas 
strongest. It must not have foreseen itself 

~being absorbed ty the targer business com= 
munity; it must not have realized what was 
necessary for it to compete with downtown. 
If it did, it did little to protect itself. That's what 
my hindsight telis me today. 

Think about it, though. In the ‘40s and 

‘50s, while blacks were paying taxes. oyr 
-businesses were géttingdesshat crui 
from the contracts the city, state and federal 
governments were letting to build the city’s 
infrastructure. And white businesses were 
not getting the kind of penetration into “our” 
markets that has happened since the late 
‘60s. We were unwittingly(?) ("uninsightful- 
ly") helping set up the circumstances for our 
own demise in this regard and seem to have 
weicomed It 

The stranglehold that the larger com- 
munity finally exerted on the east side busi- 
ness community had its most lethal effect 
when downtown finally opened up to blacks, 
when former patrons of east side estab- 
lishments apparently exclaimed "free at 
last", and when east side shop and shop 
owner alike virtually abandoned the district. 

The other side of this whole absorption 
pattern, though, that seems to be an integral 
part of American business is that white 
neighborhood stores gol absorbed by 
department stores and department stores 
got absorbed by malis and mails are getting 
absorbed by supermalls and a whole bunch 
of them will soon’be eliminated by cable and 
other information technologies. Or am | too 
cynical? 

In hindsight, | bet you will find similar 
patterns with respect to the direction of black 
business absorption in other major cities 
across this country. And | can't tell you defini- 
tively if what | am seeing is with 20/20 vision. 
| can only say that what I've said makes 
sense to ma*

your IRA withdrawals in an organized 
and orderly way. you can avoid unneces- 
Sary penalties and obtain the maximum 
return on your investment 

When to begin withdrawals? 

Generally, you can withdraw as much 
or as little money as-you need from your 
IRA without incurring any penalties when 
you are between the ages of 59 1/2 and 
70 1/2: Amounts withdrawn are taxable 
at your current tax rate. For this reason, 
if you or your spouse are still working 
you may want to wait until you are retired 
to begin withdrawing the money. With 
less income, the tax on your IRA distribu- 
tion is likely to be lower 


The law requires you to make your first , 


IRA withdrawal by April 1 of the year after 
which you reach age 70 1/2, even if you 
are still working. That means taxpayers 
who reach age 70 1/2 in-1993 have ‘until 
April 1, 1994, to make the withdrawal 
Keep in mind that withdrawals for sub- 
sequent years, however. must be made

Penalty-free withdrawals before 
age 59 1/2 

In most instances. you are subject to 
a0 percent penalty on any IRA 
withdrawals taken before you are age 59 
12. However, there are some excep- 
tions 

You can withdraw money from your 
IRA at any age without incurring the 10 
percent penalty if you take the money out 
in the form of an annuity--a scheduled 
series of substantially equal periodic 
payments spread over your lifelime 

These payments must be made al 
least annually and should be paid over 
your life or life expectancy” or the joint life 
or life expectancy of you and your 
beneficiary. Be aware. however, that if 
you opt for an annuity, you cant change 
the payout method for at least five years 
or until you reach age 59 1/2, whichever 
comes later

The new rules call for 20 percent with- 
holding on pay-ouls from pension plans

You can elect to take a partial or lump- 
sum distribution from your IRA accounts.

NAFTA. an agreement that was 


oped by President George 
st, the Prime Minister of Canada 
and President of Mexico to allow 
free trade across borders of the 
three countries, Many say that the 
legislation )s probably the most im- 
portant foreign policy measure of 
Clintons term in office 

The trade agreement has the ap- 

val_of all five of Americas living 
presidents, Bul even the 
mocratic majority leader and 
whip in the House of Repre- 
sentatives are opposing the pact 
and national polls show that “far 
more Americans oppose NAFTA 
than support it 

The principle reason that sup- 
porters say that NAFTA is good is 
because it will increase export op- 
portunities, thereby increasing 
domestic production Opponents 
fear that the pact will take away 
manufacturing jobs and undercut 
the wages of Américan workers. 

Although Canada is a party to the 
agreement, the majority of the con- 
cem among Americans regarding 
the role that the pact will play in 
relation to Mexico. Canada has a

Mexico, on the other hand. is a 
poor country and tts market is small 
only four percent of that of the 
United States. The Mexico market 
is about equal to the aggregate pur- 
chasing power of the African 
American community. Critics of 
NAFTA complain that Mexico is not 
a large market for exports, bul a 
plentiful supply of low-cost, high 
quality labor 

The opposition of NAFTA has 
created strange bedfellows, Ross 
Perot, Patrick Buchanan, and most 
black political leaders are against it 
Black labor leader. William Lucy, 
says "the real motive behind NAFTA 
is the lure of cheap labor for U.S 
investors. NAFTA is a massive 
gamble with Americans economic 
future, For African Americans. the 
odds are overwhelmingly stacked 
against us 

The majority of the 40 members 
of the congressional Black Caucus 
(CBC), are also fearful that NAFTA 
will cause production jobs to move 
lo Mexico ahd depress manufactur- 
ing wages and undercut wages in 
other sectors of the U.S. economy. 

Reports say that the Americans 
most likely to suffer from lost jobs 
and reduced incomes would be 
those who live in the inner cities and 
poor rural areas. and have annual 
family incomes of less than 
$36,000. Lucy. president of the 
Coalition of Black Trade Unionists

Two weeks ago, John Cooper refused 
to pass in the wind and nearly lost to an 
Ilini team that braved the 30-mile. per 
hour gusts. Michigan State, despite four 
missed field goals and a dropped touch- 
down pass, almost broke Ohio State's 
unbeaten mark. The only reason that 
hasn't taken place is simple: PURE 
LUCK! 

Their cup isn't running over in the turn- 
over ratio, Heisman Trophy candidates, 
or platooning all their great runningbacks 
The Buckeyes, no matter how good the 
polls say they are, are probably the worst 
third-ranked team ever. 

After trounching Rice 34-7, Ohio State 
hasn't been impressive. Yes they beat 
13-ranked Washington, but has not 
played a descent game of football since. 
In fact they haven't played their best 
game yet. Which is more scarier?! 

\'m really not here to bash Ohio State, 
John Cooper, or Bob Hoying, all of which 
| consider lucky in many respects. The 
University hasn't been in the top five since 
1987 or the top three since '85. Cooper 
was one tie away from departure last year 
and Hoying couldn't hit a trash can with a 
beach ball from 10 yards away. 

I'm really here to say that | am happy 
that finally the true Buckeye fans are get- 
ting a chance to smell the glory, instead 
of burnt Buckeyes on an open fire. Like 
the Philadepiphia Phillies, you can't put 
desire on paper. 

That unrateable stat is what Raymont 
Harris had on that last drive against MSU 
The -senior tailback, self-named "Quiet 
Storm", has been more like a rushing 
hurricane. Harris is currently leading the 
team in rushing with 524 and lead all 
backs in touchdowns (5). 

Butler By'Not'e is good. Like Harris of 
1992, he has been injured with nagging 
ankle and grion stuff. Still, he may be the 
speedist receiver-back on the team. So 
why not a few flare passes to the backs. 
That will open the offense and create 
another problem for defenses to cover, or 
at least think about. "We may do some of 
that," Cooper said last week. 


Do it! 


With backs like Harris, By'Not'e, Eddie 
George (remember him) and travis Mc- 
Guire that would cause more headaches 
and heartaches than Hoying nge his 
eyes and hoping Joey Galloway or Terry 
Glenn can outjump defenders for kite- 
thrown or underthrown balls, Bret Powers 
is, what Cooper calls, an insurance policy. 
Right now, .the full-coverage insurance 
policy is better than liability coverage the 
team gambles with. Hoyin 
along and should be a fine QB next year 
with his expereince and with the return of 
Galloway, a sure Heisman candidate 


Ohio State's defense is close to the 
best in the nation. They should be ranked 
second by themselves and the offense 
fourth. With’ Rod Woodson, er, mean, 
Chico Nelsor roaming the field, Lorenzo 
Styles containing the middle and Dan "Big 
Daddy" Wilkerson in opponent's back- 
fields, all the bases for the Big Ten All- 
Amegican Defense. Throw in Craig 
Powell, Randall Brown,’ Jason Simmons, 
Mark Williams and Tim Watton ant 
tional Championship may be on the agen- 
da in January. 


But the Ohio State Buckeyes, while 
squeaking by Michigan State, still has 
Penn State and Michigan AND currently 
undefeated Wisconsin to play before 
thinking about any trips to any bowl game. 

"We still have Purdue to play," said 
Cooper. “I think we are focused. We know 
how important this game is. We will do 
everything we can, including have high- 
spirited practices, to win this game.” 


Raymont Harris has proved has the 
back to carry OSU. With 30 carries 
against lilinois and 22 versus Michigan 
State, the Lorain, Ohie native will make a 
solid back for some pro team next year 
But for now, "He is a good ball carrier," 
said Cooper. "He demonstrated he can 
carry the ball and take a poynding.

Ohio State still has some work to do

Ohio State better lucky than good with 28-21 win over MSU

Two unbeaten Ohio State Buckeye 
football teams walked off the field Satur- 
day, but the most recent unitthat honored 
the 1968 National Championship team 
were more lucky than good 

Ohio State overcame five turnovers to 
stage a late touchdown scoring drive of 
80 yards--with Raymont Harris’ seven 
yard carry--to beat Michigan State 28-21 
on OSU's Homecoming Weekend 

“We turned over the ball five times and 
still came back to win," said Buckeyes 
coach John Cooper.

Miller then 
completed a two point conversion on a 
rollout pass to the corner of the endzone 
to flanker Mill Coleman over Taylor for the 
21-21 deadlock 

Going exclusively with Buckeye 
second string quarterback Bret Powers 
Ohio State drove the ball downfield with 
a combination of draws, pass fakes and 
slants to pill 4:31 off the clock. Harris 
who rushed for 103 yards on 22 attempts 
saved the best for last, running over two 
linebackers for a seven yard score

Whef actor/director/producer Spike 
Lee spoke at Mershon Auditorium this 
past May 20, | was anxious to ask him 
some burning questions. I've admired 
Lee every since | saw his first film, "She's 
Gotta Have It" (1986), and thought he 
would have some intelligent answers 

Being an inexperienced reporter, | 
ied to request an interview with Lee 
through his production company, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.-based 40 Acres and a Mule. | 
was told oy a representative of the com- 
pany that. Lee wasn't doing any inter- 
views because he was busy working on 
nis latest film, "Crooklyn," a tale of young 
thieves set in Brooklyn in the ‘70s 

This Lee representative failed to in- 
form me that the diminutive filmmaker 
was doing a press conference at Mer- 
shon before his lecture. | ended up miss- 
ing Out on it. (| should have contacted 
The Ohio State University’s Student 
Events Committee that browght Lee 
nere, | later found out. The SEC would 
nave given me full access to Lee. Oh 
well, everything is a learning ex- 
perience). 

| tried to ask Lee what | thought was 
a very important question during the Q & 
A session after his lecture. | raised my 
hand and | thought he called on me. So 
| stood up and started to speak. People 
started laughing. | thought that was 
strange, but kept on talking 

Lee rudely interrupted me and told me 
that he hadn't called on me, but someone 
in the balcony (muttering something to 
the effect of, "Nigga, sit your a-- down" 
under his breath). That's why people 
were laughing 

Lee never gave me a chance to 
speak, so not only did | not get to inter- 
view him or attend the press conference 
he gave, | didn’t even get to ask him a 
question. He wouldn't even sign my pro- 
gram afterwards. And worse, | became 
the laughingstock of the audience 
People seemed to think it was hilarious 
that | was publicly humiliated by Lee 

Anyway, that’s all water under the 
bridge and par for the course. The ques 
tion | was going to ask Lee was: Why are 
Black entertainers always complaining 
about how little work and even less good 
work there is for them in Hollywood? Why 
don't they take the initiative and do some 
thing about it? 

Black actors and aspiring filmmakers 
do a lot of talking about how bad things 
are, They all say they want to change 
things, but very little gets done. Like 
former presidential candidate Ress Perot 
is always saying, "Are we going to talk 
about it, or are we going to do it? 

Blacks have had much more success 
in the music industry than in the film 
industry. As the stereotype goes, Blacks 
are best at music and sports. It's more 
acceptable in Hollywood for a Black per- 
son to sing and dance, shuck and jive 
and dress in glittery clothes than it is for

With 
these credentials she spent the 
early part of her career in the Los 
Angeles area. where she 
developed and administered 
programs for the Watts Neighbor- 
hood Law office, the City of In- 
glewood California and the

Secretary Cisneros and Ms. Freeman cut rib- 
bon to Metro Health Dental Van, providing den- 


tal services on wheels to the disabled 


residents. 
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As one travels on Woodland 
Avenue, just east of East 55th 
Street, there exists on the North 
side a perplexing view for the 
human eye. There is a large high 
rise apartment building with 
Senior Citizéns sitting on 
benches and looking at the pass- 
ing traffic. Nestled around it is 
new construction that one of our 
writers said, "looks like a college 
campus," Suddenly, there pops 
out some old 3-story brick build- 
ings, some gutted and.some 
being reconstructed. 


The old 3-story brick buildings 
are the King Kennedy Estates 
being transformed into Renais- 
sance Village 


King-Kennedy, built more than 
25 years ago, started out being 
named after Dr, Martin Luther 
King Jr. Other reports at the-time, 
have it that the housing units 
were to be named after the late 
President John F.. Kennedy, 
Anyway, a political marriage took 
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place and what was to be a 
memorial for the assassination of 
two of America’s great heroes, 
soon became a bullet that not 
only stigmatized the housing 
units but the residents as well. 


As our editors walked through 
King-Kennedy, they were natural- 
ly attracted to Renaissance Vil- 
lage. ‘The 3-story brick walk up 
Originally had one central 
entrance to 8 to 12 apartments 
loaded with single parent 
families, children of all ages, 
grandchildren and just about 
anyone that would walk off the 
streets. Rape, violent crimes, 
drugs and unemployment ail 
presented a fabric of socially and 
economically distressed people. 


As Mrs. ltene Christian, a 23- 
year former resident of King-Ken- 
nedy, now a resident of 
Renaissance Village put it, "you 
had to walk your children out of 
the apartment building if you 
didn't want something to happen 


to them. We all prayed that tne 
weekend would pass without a 
serious crime.” 


Many of the old brick buildings 
(now Renaissance Village) have 
been redesigned. Each housing 
unit has its own street entrance. 
Some units are all on one floor 
while on top of that unit will be a 
single family two-story unit for the 
larger families providing from 3 to 
5 bedrooms. All new interiors 
provide living rooms, new 
kitchens with modern cabinets 
and appliances, néw bathrooms, 
even washers and dryers, And 

- as one resident added, “furnaces 
that work". 


Mrs. Shirley Witherspoon lived 
in the old King-Kennedy Units for 
21 years. Now living in a 5- 
bedroom unit in Renaissance Vil- 
lage with her children “and 
grandchildren said, “the old units 
were over crowded. | am not able 
to work so my rent is based on my 
income. My greatest feeling is, |

feel safe. | don't have to listen to 
every other tenants noise.” 


The Village concept is rein- 
forced by fencing, traffic barriers, 
newly planted trees, shrubbery, 


"peddiewalks and parking lots, 


What makes Renaissance Vil- 
lage outstanding is not only the 
transformation of the brick tombs 
of misery into livable housing-its 
the transformation of people. 
Renaissance Village gives them 
hope. It changes attitudes. It 
gives them the impression that at 
last someone cares. 

Mrs. Christian told us the resi- 
dents of Renaissance Village 
earn their right to live there. The 
Village Council makes 4 decision 
on which ones of the King Ken- 
nedy tenants should be recom- 
mended to move 
Renaissance Village. The Coun- 
cil considers these points: 


+ Has the family helped keep 
the old units clean’ 


into 


‘+ Are all members of the 
prospective Village residents 
drug free? 


e 

+ Have the police had to be 
called to stop fights and restore 
order? 


* Do the children in the family 
attend school? 


+ Can the family join the Vil- 
lage Community and live up to the 
covenant? ; 


Each resident before moving 
into Renaissance Village must 
sign a covenant. With these and 
(7) questions, if answered to 
the council's satisfaction, the 
family moves from old King-Ken- 
nedy. Although it maybe just a 
block or so away, they become 
“Villagers”. 

The Village is self governing 
and do their self policing Mrs. 
Vera Moore, Regional Housing 
Director of Region 2 which in- 
cludes Renaissance Village 
King-Kennedy and the high rise 
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units is proud of the Village. 


She credits the residents with 
the 4.or more years of planning 
that proceeded the renovation. 
She proudly points out that the 
residents named it "Renaissance 
Village." Ms. Moore grew up in 
Carver Park, another CMHAcom- 
plex about 8 blocks away from the 
Village. After high school, further 
education and training she and 
her family were able to move out 
of CMHA housing into their own 
home.

Miracle Village is a 90 day 
residential drug treatment facility 
and therapeutic community. 

Miracle Village, as. described 
by CMHA in its application for the 


$50 Million Dollar grant is, "A 90- 
day residential drug treatment 
facility and therapeutic com- 
munity, is the first such complex 
located on a public housing site 
for women and their children, 

For this significant revitaliza- 
tion initiative, sixty. units pre- 
viously declared non-viable were 
renovated to provide living office 
space for this historic project. 
Outpatient drug treatment, along 
with a Sober Club, Drop-in Cen-§ 
ter, Cocaine Anonymous and Al- 
coholics Anonymous support 
groups, are also in this complex. 
Beverly, herself a recovering ad- 
dict, says, "On- site drug treat- 
ment services continue to expand 
and many people are now being 
helpedto-stay“sober -and-drug- 
free .within our public housing 
community." Beverly now coor- 
dinates the Drop-in Center-pro- 
gram."

To participate, the students 
had to have C averages or better 
in school, good attendance 
records, and participate in 
CMHA's youth council. Those 
selected were employed part- 
time in CMHA's PFO program 
where they were trained in tiling,

painting and plastering. It's title, 
“Do the right thing,” is an expres- 
sion of the hopes and dreams 
generated when young people 
are given an opportunity, and an 
example of how doing the right 
thing will have a positive influence 
in their lives. 


They. also learned money 
management and banking skills 
with their newly earned incomes. 
Direct deposit savings accounts 
were opened for each participant 
at the program's kick-off. Caps 


and sweatshirts with a specially 
designed logo were distributed to 
the youth. At least one teen has 
been hired full-time by CMHA 
after graduating from high school. 


"PROJECT EXCELL" 


Project Excell is an innovative 
maintenance program initiated to 
address the long neglected main- 
tenance repairs of occupied units 
at CMHA's inner-city estates that 
were the results of an aging hous- 
ing stock and years of inadequate 
maintenance funding. 

Units are chosen on the basis 
of length of tenancy, with the 
longest residing residents being 
given first priority. 

This program will reduce over- 
all maintenance costs in two sig- 
nificant ways. First, it will reduce 
the costs of preparing these units 
for occupancy when they are va- 
cated, 

Second, it will help retain resi- 
dents and reduce the unit turnout 
rate (moveout rate of 15% in 1992 
reduced to 12% by June 1993 for

inner-city estates), which will 
mean less units have to be 
prepared. By retaining these 
longtime residents, it will also help 
stabilize these changing com- 
munities. 


Many CMHA residents are 
trained and employed through 
“Project Excell". They travel 
throughout CMHA to paint, 
plaster, tile, and upgrade electri- 
cal and carpentry work in oc- 
cupied apartments which have 
gone 25 years or more without 
non-emergency maintenance. 
This team-70 strong-- has greatly 
aided in beeen thee quality of 
life for long-term CMHA residents. 
Another benefit of the program is 
its contribution to the local 
economy.
